With respoct to the number of Roman Catholics resorting to the 
Colleges, a fact, to which I have referred in a former Report, will 
enable some judgment to ho formed how far it is satisfactory or 
otherwise. 

In the year 1845, that in which the Colleges were founded, there 
existed hut one University in Ireland. At that, time the number of 
Roman Catholics was six millions and a half; nor did the men who 
then presided over the councils of the Catholic Church consider it 
essential to the maintenance of the faith of the Catholic youth that 
they should be separated from all intercourse with tlieir Protestant 
countrymen at that period of life when alono enduring friendships 
can be formed. In the year to which I have referrod from 100 to 
120 Roman Catholics were entered on tlio rolls of the Dublin 
University, of whom hut a small portion wero in attendance on its 
lectures. I find from the recent Census that, the number of Roman 
Catholics has since that period diminished to four millions and a 
half, and in the present Session 91 Students of that persuasion are 
attending the lectures in the Galway College. 

With respect to the progress of the Colleges in general, I have 
on another occasion referred to the Report of the Commission ap- 
pointed by your Majesty to inquire into their progress and condition 
in the year 1857. Severe as was the ordeal to which the now Col- 
leges were submitted, the Report bore ample testimony to the pro- 
gress they had mado and to the wisdom of those to whom they owe 
their foundation. In the short space of time which has elapsed since 
the holding of the Commission the entrances into the Colleges have 
increased from 1C8 to BOS) ; the numbers attending lectures from 
454 to 752. 

With those who decry as failures Colleges, the aggregate of whose 
Students amounts in the thirteenth year of their existence to such 
a number, it is useless to contend, Tlio candid man will see in it, 
if not complete success, at least the assured hope and cheering 
earnest of such success. 

How far the Colleges have succeeded as seminaries of united 
education, may be judged of by the following enumeration of the 
different persuasions now united in their class-rooms ; while the fact, 
that in no one of the Colleges lias a single dissension on the score 
of religion ever marred the harmony that exists among the Students, 
sufficiently attests the possibility of uniting in tlio bonds of mutual 
affection the youth of our people, and of thus laying the ground- 
work of the future prosperity of our country. 

Of the 752 Students now attending the Colloges, 207 are of the 
Established Church, 204 are Roman Catholics, 247 are Presby- 
terians, 94 are of other persuasions. 

The following table, which gives the numbers of the principal 
religious persuasions in each of the provinces in which the Colleges 
are situated, and the number of those persuasions attending the 
provincial College, will determine how far each of the Colleges has 
obtained tbat success which I conceive cannot be denied to them in 
the aggregate.

tion. It appears from statements m that work , Protestant 

from 1855 to 1859 inclusive, 80 Roman Catholics and 61 Protestan 
Dissenters entered Trinity College, 
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The Students of these persuasions who have entered for the last 
two years are not given ; but as the number of the annual entrances 
appears to he pretty constant, we may by adding the mean entrances 
of Roman Catholics (1G), amt of Dissenters (152), for the last two 
years, obtain the entrances of these persuasions for the last seven 
years into the Dublin University. They will then amount to 112 
Roman Catholics and 85 Protestant Dissenters. 

In the last seven years 430 Roman Catholics and 598 Dissenters 
have entered the Queen’s Colleges. No higher panegyric on the 
wisdom of those who founded the Queen’s Colleges can be required 
than that which these last statistics afford. 

The Dean of Residences for the Established Church reports to 
me, “that the attendance of those submitted to his spiritual control 
on the weekly religious instruction given by him, and on the 
Divine Service on the Sabbath, is satisfactory.” The conduct of 
the students of the other Protestant persuasions has been equally 
exemplary. I lament that 1 cannot yet announce the appointment 
by the heads of the Roman Catholic tihurch of a Dean of Residences, 
to exercise that spiritual superintendence over the Roman Catholic 
Students, which works so satisfactorily in the ease of the other 
persuasions. Under these circumstances, I am delighted to hear 
testimony to the course pursued by the Roman Catholic Students, 
who, though deprived of that spiritual control so fully provided 
for them by the Statutes, have by the oxoolloucu of their conduct 
and deportment, oven more than by tlmir adhesion to the College, 
upheld the cause of united education, and refuted those calumnies 
which with an industry worthy of a hotter cause have boon levelled 
against your Majesty’s Colleges. I regret to say that the efficient 
services of the Deans of Residences arc still unrequited. On this 
point I beg to refer to tho documents in the Appendix.

44 X am clearly of opinion that the claims on the part of the Deans of Residences 
of the Queen’s Colleges in Ireland to remuneration, for the discharge, of their 
important duties, are well grounded. There may be found instances of clergy- 
men, pvlio, possessing private means, or having other professional appointments 
sufficient to render them independent, and conveniently situated for the exercise 
of the duties of clergymen so circumstanced, who would undertake and persevere 
in holding such an office solely from the desire of being useful; but such in- 
stances will necessarily be rare, and every analogy derived from clerical ministra- 
tions, as provided for public institutions, is in favour of remuneration being al- 
located in the present. I may add, that I have reason to think that, when the 
appointment of Deans of Residences was first made, the view of the Government 
was that remuneration would be subsequently obtained for them.
